Frcdrlcton, N.B. — (CUP)-Fi)r- 
csis arc the disciplinary agents for 
both soil and water; they are a 
public utility . and as such cannot 
be left to the whiins of individ- 
uals." stated Dr. Avila Bedard, De- 
puty Minister of Lands and Forests 
in Quebec,, in the first address 
celebrating the ISOlh annivcrjiaiy 
of the Ùnlvçrsar^ of New Bruns- 
wick recently. 

Dr. Bçdard said, that, from the 
point of view of conservation, all 
human Institutions presupposed the 
existence of water and that the 
water supply depended upon soil 
and forest conservation.

produce sufficinent materials ne 
cessary for the maintenance of 
basic Industry. 

Quoting from Byron, Dr. Bedard 
threw out the challenge that "Man 
marks the earth with ruin." In 
conclusion he stressed the role of 
forestry officials, and students, . In

It getB'^barder"''â'nd^hardS?to'ï 
shock people nowadays. When 
"Ibsen'a "Ghosta" was (Irst per- 
formed in London sixty' years 
ago, the reviewer for the Dally 
Telegraph described the play as 
"an open drain, a loathsome sore 
unbandaged, a dirly act ' done ' 
publicly." The editor of the paper 
demanded that the theatre which 
exhibited this "maiui of vulgarity" 
be raided by the police as à house 
of III repute.. Next month the 
McGlll Players' Club will present 
"Ghosts" with ihe full approval 
of Ihe guardians ofjjtmbnilly 
whose grandfalhera ealied|'iiisen 
an apostle Of the DevjI.

The young radlçala,^^ôf^Uie ' 1880's, 
disgusted 'with'hypolTrltiMrprudèry, 
hailed Ibfen as a liberator — almost 
a Mes:Iah-of the new freedom, but 
the dramatist dented that he had 
any moral purpoic .in writings his 
play. He satd it was not the play- 
wright's > business to discuss ideas. 
All he wanted was to present char- 



acter! ho~heitly. To do this, he hid 
to find a more realistic dramatic 
form than anyone else was using 
In the nineteenth century. After 
several experiments he produced 
"Ghosts" in 1881. It' was, and attll 
Is, the most powerfully compact 
prose tragedy In ' the modem 
theatre. 

Technical Perfection 
Ibsen spent two years writing 
and rewriting the play to make 
every speech both natural and Im 
portant to the action. He achieved 
a technical perfection which makes 
hla work the standarid model for 
young dramat)|ts to copy. He his 
been Imitated nlmnst too much, but 
no one has ever surpassed him In 
the art of telling, a story skilfully 
in.cveryday proie dialogue. Watch- 
ing a performance of "Ghosts," we 
are not conacious of the devices by 
which Ibsen gets and holds our'in- 
tcrest. We see only a comfortable 
family party which rapidly and 
effortlessly develops into one of 
the^most shocking situations ever 
preten^^n the atage.

GhostTheory; 
Research Is 
Outlined 

Toronto." — . (CUP) — Professor 
J. M. Thorburn ot ihe University 
ot* Wales - speaking here rccei\lly 
outlined .theories about ghosts ad> 
vanccd by the 60-year-old British 
Society ot Psychical Research. He 
said that it was due "to "common 
subconscious* that people saw a 
particular ghosl because popular 
tradlllon had developed ■ and the 
"ghost", could' be "psychically trans- 
mitted" from one individual to an- 
other. 

. Real But Not Material 

Prof. Thorburn added, however, 
••A ghost is real. but not ^'inalerlai.V 
For example, a giiosl coMdj^^|^ 
trace ot its prcseric'c;w^mmMHi 
pic, all receiving, the samc>psychlc- 
al impression, might alt see a walk- 
ing ghosl leave footsteps in Uie 
snow. But, after the ghost had dis- 
appg areanuw as always toiind .that 
' mHhK ^"^^^ °' Uiç î'c'ot- 
He ^ described another example. 
Several people in a Ibcked room 
fnigbt'see a ghost walk through a 
ibcked door opening the door- to do 
ao.'But<,it would always be found 
afterward that the door was still 
locked. Prof. Thorburn said the 
probable explanation is thal^lhc 
popular tradition of the ghost, 
transmitted through the subcon- 
scious^ rs'-'tbat, the ghost docs' open 
the'door.'-Xi ■ = ' Infill'
